It is the aim of The Penny Bank of Ontario to provide for every child at 
school arr opportunity on a stated day of each week to put smal) coins in a 
tafe place and to prove to him or her how quickly a series of #mall amounts 
builds Into. comfortable balance: From the,report, to which reference has 
been made, it is learned that Penny Bank accotnts in the public schools 
“of Toronto now number 45,253, while the average school attendance 4a about 
68,000, . In other words, 78 per cent. of the children are taking advantage 
Of tyr service offered 

Some rather Interesting facts are disclosed through this Penny Bank 
scheme, and two @hestions asked, based on the weekly reports, are: “Are 


the children of well-todo parents gaining a just notion of the value of 
money 7"- “Is there a tendency among them to regard coppers, nickels and 
ten-cent pleces as mere cbhicken-feed, as contemptible coins, as unworthy frac- 
tions of that noble unit, the Dollar ” 

Analyzing the deposits made in Toronto schools in a given week, it was 


found that in the poorer districts the services of the Penny Bank are accepted 
and appreciated to a fay greater extent than in the more well-to-do districts, 
In pne school in the heartof the poorest district, 45 per cent. of the children 
present on October, 27%ast made deposits. 
in one of the richest districts only 13 per cent, of the pupils were depositors, 
While at another school ina rich district the figure was 11 per cent. Through 
out the ebghty-eight public schools in Toronto the average of depositors on 
October 27 was 27 per cent. of the pupils present.

In this way, the boys and girls 
not only develop a greater Jove for an and learn invaluable lessons as to 
their proper care and feeling, but thely/interest in the farm hfme and agricul- 
tural pursuits generally is maintained intensified. And if the profits from 
the handling of their own poultry or livest®ck are carefully placed in a savings 
account, or are used to add to their holdings, it wil not be many years before 
these boys and girls accumulate a respectable bank account, which will prove 
a further theentive to careful management, and a training through actual ex- 
‘perience which will prove of undoubted value to them-throughout life.

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A SAD WARNING 


HE appearance of a dozen or 
more boys in police ‘court, 
here and in Medicine Hat last 
week end, was one of the most 
pathetic scenes witnesed in 
these parts for some time. 
These boys were only from four- 
teen to twenty years of age, yet 
they were charged with one of 
the most serivus offnces on the 
list: that of breaking into stores 
warehouses, etc., and stealing: 
an offence punishable by four. 
teen years imprisonment. 

In almost every instance it 
was quite evident that these 
boys arrived at this stage be- 
cause of the utter lack of inter- 
est in them and supervision over 
them in the home, 

Being allowed to stay out till 
all hours of the night, attend- 
ing beer parties and dances all 
over the country and given the 
privilege of driving cars when 
and where they liked, led these 

‘ teen age boys into the worst 
of company which ultimately 
landed some of them in jail. The 
pity of it is that most of them 
were smart, clever, clean-cut 
lads who might easily have 
made their mark in almost any 
line, if their energies had been 
directed along the right course. 

This whole affair should serve 
as a very impressive warning to 
parents and boys alike, 

In passing sentence on the 
boys in court in Medicine Hat. 
Magistrate Ellis said he was 
sorry he was not in a position 
to give some of them a good 
spanking. He thought the par- 
were too indulgent in, alloying 
a boy of sixteen to have their 
car out at all hours of the night. 
“Parents nowadays are not tak- 
ing their parenthood seriously in 
allowing boys and girls to re- 
main out at all hours, The fact 
that two girls in the witness box 
here told of being out late at 
night with the boys at beer par- 
ties shows how seriously some 
of the parents of this city take 
their responsibility.” : 

In following these case, an- 
other matter which showed up 
very prominently was the man- 
ner in which these young boys 
‘answered questions put to them 
from the court and from the at- 
torneys. It was just a plain, 
and apparently brazen No! or 
Yes! When the fathers of 
these same boys were placed in 
a similar position they answered 
No, sir; or Yes, sir. The-con- 
trast was very noticeable, and 
makes one wonder why it should 
be so.
